Theftunual report of iho Asylums, 
PrlBonsand Eefprmatory InatitmionH 
of this Province of Oatorio for tho year 
1871 is bo/ore us. Tbe report contains 
a great deal ol Intereeliog matter, bat 
a very fow facts and figures nrnst suffice 
forlho prosent. The report com. 
prises tho following inBUtutiona;-Threo 
asylums for tbe iDBano} tho Ontario 
lusniutioQ for Iho deaf aod dumb ; tbo 
Proviucial Roformatory at PenetangniE- 
hine; tho Instituiioa for the Blind; tho 
Coutrol PriBOu, Toronto I ihirty-seveu 
common gaols, and throo dialrict lock- 
ups, eight goncral Itospitals, two 
Houses of luduiUT, oiglit ^''P^'^" 
Aeylums, Eyo und Ear laiirmary, and 
other fiQQ i3oneTolont InslitutionB, 
These Instiiutiona cost tho Prmnoi) for 
tho year ^300,885,1-1, It uppsars 
from tho report tliat llio whole number 
of crimiaalti lor tho year shows con- 
cidorublo incroaso, although there 
has been a decrease in the number 
of female prisoners. There were only 
68 fomalob under IG years of ago com- 
mitted during the year, while as mauy 
flo 329 malea wore of that clas,'; and 
whilol,G42 woman above thai; ago 
were among Iho prisoners, as many us 
4 580 men woru bo reported. Uf these 
e'oio prisoners, 2528 were nfttivo 
Canadians, 8S3 English, 2,139 Irish, 429 
Scotch, 408 of tbe United States, and 
123 lelonging to other countries. Ac.

" From iho Port Ellttl)Ctii TolfgrBpii. 

This Province has been vialted within tho 
last fortnight wilb very heavy rains, which we 
regret to have to report havo been accomii 
piuiied by tho loss of sevoral lives and tho 
deatruction of much [iroperly, chiifly farm 
atocU-. For days mi.ny of the rivcra were im^ 
pasaable, and all our postal arranscmculs 
wera thrown completely out of order. A 
most melancholy accidout occurred during 
ibla flood by the passonger car runaUig 
betW88n"P6rt Bliz&beth aud Grahainfltown 
being carriadftway by. a body of water which 
ruahed tbrOQgb • Howison's Poort. 'I'hia 
usually smalt trickling Btream, it appcars.had 
been converted by tho lato rains into a foam- 
ing torreul, and when tho horaea had got 
Mirly into it they wore completely ovorpowors 
(id and completely cRrried away. Tbe driver 
managed to escape, but tho pasaengera wiro 
all drowned. Their bodiea wero rocoverid 
tbo samo evening, as were also two boxea of 
Bpocio forwarded by the Standard liank, eon 
tainiug £5000 each; Thia sad and melancholy 
accident waa not, unfortunalely, tho only one 
that occurred. Tho Uuffalo lliver, which runs 
near King Williamstowu, roso to a groat 
haight by the rainB, and inundated a conei. 
derable extant of eountry contiguoua thereto, 
A small ialaod npon which were some briok. 
Idlna and' native huts became coTered with 
water, and fourteen natives, mostly women, 
wero espied upon it — struggling with tho 
Hlreum. As tho water continued to rise Ibey 
got upon tho buildings. Great elTorta were 
niade'to establish communication with tho 
shore, and at length a lino, lired from a 
morliir by Ibo military, was sei/.ed by tbo 
half drowned people, und altaclied to one of 
the buildiuga. Some civiliand manaed a email 
boat, and by inuans ol this line, and at great 
riflk of ihcir lives, proceeded with much dif- 
ficulty to the island. Four of tbo women wero 
taken In, and tho bo»t was on its way bade, 
when tbe light breaking it was capsized, and 
all hands were precipitated into tho water. 
Tho crow and two of the women, being good 
swimmers, managed lo reach the land; but 
tbe two other womon were drowned. Com* 
munication having been re-established with 
the island by lueaus of ft stronger lino, the 
remainder were eafely dragged through tho 
river on to tiie raainlntid by ropea fdslened 
round their bodies. Two Knfir men wero also 
drowned in tho Buil'ilo Iiifer during tho 
Hood, and a privat.T of llio I'rontier Armed 
and Mounted Police, named Wyman was 
drowned in tho Keisknma Uiver.
